The late Mae McDaniels leaves 
behind contributions of virtue

“Who can find a virtuous 
woman? For her price is far 
above rubies, Strength and 


honor areher clothing; and she - 


shall rejoice in time to come.” 
(Proverbs 31:10, 25) 

These words of holy writsum 
up best the life of the late Mae 
McDaniels (Nov. 22, 1898 - 
June 16, 1984) whose 85-year 
life span reflects the true 
attributes of a virtuous woman. 

McDaniels learned early in 
life the virtue of sharing as the 
third born of ten children to Mr. 
& Mrs. Gus and Agusta Wat- 
kins of Carrolton, Ga. The 
Watkins family came to 
Columbus in 1923 and opened 
Watkins and Sons Electric 
Company which was located at 
892 East Long Street. 

She married the late John 
McDaniels of College Park, 
Ga.at the age of 18 and 
mothered one son. John 
McDaniels, Jr. of Columbus. 
Ohio. Even after her husband's 
death shortly after World War 
ll, she remained a loyal widow 
until her recent death. . 

However, living on are her 
spiritual virtues. For love, 
strength, joy and honor com- 
posed her character. McDa- 
niels worked as a matron at 
Wilberforce University until 
she retired in 1975. In a girls’ 
dorm called Ireland Hall, she 
oversaw, advised and mothered 
college girls who were away 
from home for the first time. 
“Wilberforce University was 
her heart,” said Mrs. Dorothy 
Napper, McDaniels’ younger 
sister and pioneer Columbus 
beautician. 

McDaniels labored as a 
humanitarian in other capaci- 
ties as well. She was an active 
member of Cancer Ray, an 
organization founded to fight 
agrinst cancer Napper added, 
“Mae loved working in the 
community and the church.”

Answering no more to the 
love-inspired names she 
acquired during her earthly 
life, McDaniels moved higher 
to her heavenly calling. Having 
been a virtuous woman, she 
leaves much love, unmeasu- 
rable by the yardsticks of our 
human comprehension. Her 
life as a godly woman, adaugh- 
ter, asister, awife, amother, an 
advisor, a friend and a human- 
itarian did make a noticeable 
difference for the better in our 
society.

They obtain contracts but have no expe- 
rience or equipment. They then farm the work out to whites 
who hire few if any Blacks. The only Black person to benefit 
trom MBE and set-aside legislation in such instances is the 
Politically connected. 

_The problem is growing. It even prompted Cleveland's 
Black City Council President George Forbes to quip “Every- 

<One in town has aconstruction company.” = * 

:..The ultimate loser is the Black community. Jobs to sup- 
‘part families are lost. The opportunity for legitimate con- 
‘tractors to develop new skills, to acquire new equipment is 
‘lost. A viable enterprise to be passed onto the succeeding 
generations is also lost. The entire community is robbed of 
any assets. 

To halt any further robberies of the community, legisla- 
tors must amend MBE and set-aside laws to require a suc- 
cessful bidder to have competency in the trade being bid 
on. The contractor should also be required to do over 50 
percent of the work and half of all subcontracting should be 
performed by minority contractors. Why have set-aside’s if 
the benefits aren’t spread throughout the community? 


Death of an inmate 


The death of Southern Ohio Correctional Facility 
(SOCF) inmate is history now, but the circumstances of his 
death still leaves a bad taste in our mouths. : 

Jimmy Lee Haynes was killedina scuffle February 9 with 
SOCF guards. Official cause of death is listed as cardio- 
pulmonary arrest. 

A Corrections Department spokesman said Haynes 
exhibited bizarre behavior, such as jumping from his toilet 
into his cell bars several days preceding his death. ; 

Officials moved Haynes to the psychiatric unit and medi- 
cated him. The next day, while refusing his medication, he 
allegedly destroyed the contents of his cell, and in the 
process cut himself with a light bulb. Haynes, who refused 
to be handcuffed so he could be treated medically, was 
subdued and transported to‘an isolation cell. 

Somewhere between the prison cell and the isolation 
unit, Haynes, resisted once too often. During a scuffle 
between one inmate and as many as 11 guards, it is 
acknowledged that a guard stepped on Haynes’ neck, a 
contributing factor in Haynes’ death. 

Many feared that a strong show of force was inretaliation 
for the February 2-death of SOCF prison guard Eric 
Bowling. Inmate William Bradley has been charged with 
aggravated murder of Bowling and is in protective custody 

at Chillicothe Correctional Institute. 

Both Bradley and Haynes are Black. 

.,-, With as many as 11 prison guards subduing Haynes, we 
‘are incline to believe that excessive force was used. 
* However, Scioto County Prosecutor Lynn Grimeshaw, 
disagreed and adamantly refused to take the case to the 
“Grand Jury. The public outcry that followed was just a mere

Blacks and the minimum wage

With Black teen-age unem- 
ployment at an appalling rete of 
nearly 45 percent and with the 
overall Black unemployment rate 
hovering at close to 17 percent, the 
need for immediate answers to 
jobke te Gear pomicst 
teaders continue lo be in Tie fore 
front of the struggle to enact legis- 
lation which would provide for 
adequate jobs programs and jobs 
training designed to prepare job- 
less Blacks and unemployed Black 
teen-agers for meaningful 
amployment. 

Biack political leaders are grasp- 
ing at the few straws that seem to 
provide some immediate pros- 
pects for employing our jobless 
youth. 

One recent example of such 
frustration is the decision by the 
Conference of Black Mayors to 
support a summertime sub- 
minimum wage for youth, On the 
surface of it, a youth sub-minimum 
wage has its attractions, Wouldn't 
employers be more likely to hire 
young Blacks teen-agers if they

could pay them less than the $3.35 
minimurn now imposed by taw? 
Wouldn't such a lower wage result 
in the freeing up of more money to 
hire targer numbers of workers? 

In point of fact. however, a youth 
sub-minimum not only would pro- 
vide little relief for jobless Black 
teen-agers, it would be disastrous 
for semi-skilled and unskilled 
Black adult workers. Employers 
would have every incentive to fire 
Black adults. many of whom have 
families to feed and replace them 
instead with teen-aged workers. 
New openings for unskilled and 
semi-skilled jobs which pay the 
$3.35 minimum would bypass 
Black adults. 

Moreover, Black and white teen- 
agers who would be paid a $2.50 
minimum wage would nonethe- 
less have to pay full fares to travel 
to work, full prices for meals while 
on the job, and full expenses for 
school and entertainment. A youth 
sub-minimum wage, moreover, 
would not guarantee that young 
workers would be provided with 
needed on-the-job skills. 

There is also little evidence that 
the establishment of a sub- 
minimum wage would lead to 
increased hiring. After all, today’s 
minimum wage is in effect already 
a sub-minimum wage. It has not 
been raised from $3.35 an hour 
since January of 1981. 

in the three-and-a-half years 
since that date, inflation has 
shrunk the value of the dollar by 
over fifteen percent. Thus, the min- 
imum of $3.35 an hour is today 
worth less than $2.70in real terms. 
Yet has this lower standard 
resulted in increased hiring of 
workers? The answer clearly is 
“no.” In point of a fact as the min- 
imum wage was falling in constant 
dollars in 1981 and 1982, the 
number of jobs was decreasing 
and the unemployment lines were

The Black members of Con- 
gress asserted that it was “inade- 
quate access to training and edu- 
cation and the failure of the 
economic recovery to benefit the 
poor” which was the true cause of 
unconscionably high fevets 6!

The Congressional Black Cau- 
cus statement has been endorsed 
by the AFL-CIO, the NAACP, the 
Leadership Conterence on Civil 
Rights, the Unitd States Student 
Association, the National Coati- 
tion of Black Democrats, and the 
A. Philip Randolph Institute. 

The plan tor a sub-minmum will 
only have the effect of taking 
money away from young wage- 
earners and will pit father against 


son, and mother against daugh- 
ter inacruel competition for low- 
skilled jobs. Instead, Blacks and all 
working people should join 
together in supporting legislation 
proposed by Rep. Augustus Haw- 
kins of California. Rep. Hawkin's 
bill would pay for part-time and 
summer jobs for high school dro- 
pouts who agree te complete their 
education. 

Only through education, jobs 
training, and skills training will 
young Blacks and whites learn the 
skills necessary for a lifetime of 
meaningful employment. Diver- 
sions such as a youth sub- 
minimum wage do nothing to 
address this fundamental need. 
The youth sub-minimum wage
